Make better provision for Idiots, Imbeciles, and other a.d. i 878 . 
afflicted persons in Ireland. 

T7TTHEREAS it is expedient that facilities should he given to 
» » guardians of the poor in Ireland to provide for the reception, 
maintenance, and instruction of poor afflicted persons in certain 
cases where they are not empowered to do so by the laws now in 
5 force : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the authority of the same, as follows :

of his burial when necessary : Provided, that no pauper shall be 
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A.D. 1878. sent to any asylum or establishment under the provisions of this 
Act unless by order of two justices having jurisdiction in the 
county or place in which such parish or union is situate, who are 
hereby empowered to make such order on being satisfied by medical 
evidence that such pauper is idiotic, imbecile, or insane, and such 5 
order shall be sufficient warrant for the reception of any idiotic 
imbecile, or insane pauper in any asylum or establishment. 

Guardians 5 . The guardians may at any time, at their discretion, and shall 
back paupers u P on tlie requisition of the managers of any hospital, institution, 
to union. asylum, or establishment, cause any such pauper to be removed 10 
therefrom and brought hack to tlicir parish or union. 

Conscience 6 . No pauper shall be sent to any hospital, institution, asylum, 
clause. or establishment under the provisions of this Act unless the same 
is under the exclusive management of persons of the religious 
denomination to which he belongs. 15
